A CURIOUS SITUATION. 
——__ 

One of the most difficult’ problems with which the Allies are 
faced is that of the disposal of the German Fleet.” By the terms of 
the first armistice, the greater part of the enemy's fleet was surren- 
dered into our hands, and by the naval conditions of the renewal of 
the armistice, nearly all'the remainder have also tobe given up. It 
was only right, of, course, that Germans’s Navy should be taken 

” awhy, for it was.the surest way of rendering her powerless to once 
more renew hostilities, but the fact of the Allies having a great fleet 
on their hands has given rise toa curious and. even humourous 
situation, for, a8 farjas can be seen, they are absolutely’ at a loss ta 

‘-know what todo withit: There have been certain more or less 
authoritative reports that the British Admiralty favours the idea of 
sinking the captured fleetin the Atlantic; that iscertainly a solution 
of the problem, but one, we think, which has absolutely nothing to 
commend it. We have discussed this reported suggestion of the 
British Admiralty before in these columns, and we still think that 
it cannot be considered for.an instant asa way out of a difficult 
situation, - - . : . 

There is in all probability some very good reason at the back of 
the Admiralty’s plan, but for ‘want of possible inside knowledge, we 
mus; look at. the matter from an unprejudiced and netional stand- 
point. Even while admitting our ignorance of technical knowledge 
on the subject, we still adhere to the idea that the German warships 
can be put to some peace-time use. The Jatest news from London 
regarding the matter simply mentions again the many difficulties sur- 
rounding it. Reuter is “officially informed ‘‘that if the German war- 

_ ships were broken up, the proceas would take three years, and after 
all the time and labour incurred, they would only fetch half a 
million sterling. We wonder what the local shipbuilders would 
think of this statement, and if they would consider it e clear sign of 
our colossal ignorance if we dared to question its truth: We are sure 
that any of the shipping companies would be.very glad to pay half a 
million sterling for practically the whole of the German Fleet, and’ 
we say this even in the face of official information. ,

world with the deepest regret. be- 
cause it is known, generally, that 
His Majesty was a very loyal ad- 
herent to Great Britain. The fall 
significance of the loss, however, 
ean only be appreciated by those 
who have had the opportunity 
af coming into close contact with 
this remarkable man. Loyalty 
is_a poor term with which to 
describe the Siraj’s unswerving 
determination to assist the 
British Raj in India, and it was 
only due to this fact that the In- 
dian authorities were relieved of 
what was at one time an ever- 
growing menace’on the North- 
West Frontier of India. The 
Amir’s progressive ideas were 
only equalled by his ability to 
perceive immediately | what 
was worth taking up and what 
to be left alone. As an instance, 
abcut ten years ago he visited 
India, and in his tour he passed 
through Cawnpore. Whilst in 
that city, he visited the Cawn- 


-fpore Woollen Mills and it took 


him about fire minutes to decide 
that a woollen mill in Kabul 
would be an * advantageous 
additionto Afghanistan’s industri- 
al enterprises, since there 
was an abundance " of raw 
material for manufacture, which 
was,. up to that time, 
being exported. The Amir made 
immediate. arrangements with 
Sir Alexander M{cRobert, the 
managing director of the Cawn- 
pore Woollen Mills, for that 
firm's chief engineer to proceed. 
to Kabul to superintend the 
erection of a mill on the same 
lines as that at Cawnpore. That 
instance was typical of 
the man, .and it. is no wonder 
that under such rule Afghanistan 
has been a: peaceful and pro- 
gressive country for many years 
past. Inthe tour above mention- 
ed, Calcutta was visited, and the 
Amir endeared himself to all with 
whom he came into contact by 
genial and unassuming 
manner, traits which are ‘con- 
spicuous by their absence in most 
despotic rulers. During his stay 
in Calcutta, the Amir became a 
Free Mason, taking all the de- 
grees at one meeting by special 
dispensation. By his death Great 
Britain has lost a true,and loyal 
friend. son 

PRO-GERMAN, 

It is rather astounding thar at 
this time of day there should be 
influential Chinese circles in 
which objection is taken -to the 
repatriation of German subjects 
from China. But such is the case. 
We see that the Seventy-two 
Guilds Commercial -Journal of 
Canton has published e lengthy 
screed in the course “of which it 
argues egainst repatriation on the 
ground that the world will soon 
be resuming its normal ways 
“and these enemy countries may 
become our friendly neighbours 
again.” What thisprecious Canton 
journal appears to overlook is 
that, despite the -Armistice, a 
state of war still’ prevails, and 
as to China's right to repatriate 
the Huns, there can’ be no 
shadow of doubt. The same 
organ calmly says that ifthe re- 
patriation is to become per- 
manent, the result will be an 
injury to China's commerce as 
wellas Germany’s. Remember- 
ing all that the Germans have 
done in China, as well as all that 
they have attempted to do, we 
should have thought that ,the 
Chinese have had about enough 
of the Hun and are quite able to 
do without him in the. future: 
But it is evident that there are 
Chinese pro-German knocking 
‘about even yet. We wonder 
what they get for pleading for 
the Hon? 

THE CHINESE DEADLOCK. 

Just as we had thought that 
the Chinese were about to adjust 
their domestic differences, the 
much-talked-of Peace Conference 
at Shanghai broke down because 
of an alleged breach of the 
“armistice” caused. by the 
continuance of — fighting. in 
Shensi,. which, however, : the 
Northerners explain, was due toa 
misunderstanding. The pettiness 
of these squabbles makes the 
disinterested. observer sick: and 
impatient.

Wilson approves of the assurance 
given by the French Premier to 
Xr. Lloyd George, that the British 
Fleet must be kept at 8 strength 
enabling it to repeat its achieve- 
ments in the war; in the erent 
of the recommencemert af 
hostilities, . 

Toward the and of last night's 
debste > in the chamber M. 
Clemencean intervened with one 
of his boldest and most robust of 
persona! = declarations. The 
Peace Conference, he said, would 
raise questions of great difficulty 
ant delicacy.” 

“T yemsin faithful to the old 
system of countries organising 
theirdefence, having well defend- 
ed frontiers and armaments.” But 
there tight be other guarantees. 

France had certain claims te 
make. He refused to divulge 
them, beeause some might ‘have 
to be sacrificed te a higher in- 
terest. 

“President Wilson came to see 
me several times,” added the 
Prime Minister. “I had decided 
to leave him to speak.

There are already signs that 
some airmen expect fancy prices 
for peace-time flying ; one signing 
himself “Night Pilot~ recently 
wrote a letter to the Daily Mui!

_ax_will not attract the old, tried | 


pilots of three and four years” 
standing.” 
. peace-time pilots £10.a week is 
considered a very fair salary. in 
view Of the fact that the modern 
aeroplane is safe and reasonably 
comfortable. ; ” 
There are some thuusands of 
experienced pilots in this country 
alone. If fancy wages are to be 
paid toa few, the others will suffer. 
A minimum of £10 a week with 
exceptional pay for exceptional 
work, might well become est- 
cablished. Most pilots since £916 
have learned their trade at the 
‘Goverument’s expense. There- 
fore they have not to ‘think of 
“getting back their fees" os in so 
many other profesvions and 
:businesses. 
By some company directors £5 
-a week ‘has been suggested as a 
pilots pay, but‘in view of the 
cost of living there are ‘ew 
qualified men who would .accept 
that sum. While everything 
must be done to ensure a fair 
reward to efficient men, “ super-

OF AGRICULTURE.

Surely the men who ‘lie in 
Flanders fields for defence of that 
beautiful isle of England have, in 
dying for it, exercised a privilege 
rather than made @ sacrifice.

A VISION OF FUTURE, 
WARFARE. 


Like the aeroplane, the tank 
asa modern engine of warfare 
has come to stay: and develop- 
ment will continue until a super- 
tank is evolved. 

At ‘the moment, as the war 

closes, there exist two types of 
tank—the light, or “whippet.” 
and the heavy. The “whippet’’ 
possesses an average speed of 
eight miles an hour, while the 
heavy is lucky if it achieves five, 
Each has its own particular role 
in battle, the heavy tank breaking 
the trench system and wire, while 
the “whippet "whose climbing 
powers are limited—avoids tren- 
ches and plays the part ofcavalry 
in open country to outflanking 
batteries and rounding ‘up trans- 
port. : 
The serjous enemy, at present, 
of each type is the field, or anti- 
tank gun. Some of these latter 
used lately by the Boche are 
mobile, being driven about upon: 
asmall motor-tractor, and even 
if spotted from a: tank they are 
extremely difficult to knock out. 

The super-tanks of the future 
will consist of these two types—
